Slaughterhouses— Sanitary Regulation. (Reg. Bd. of H., Mar. 5, 1915.) 

Section 1. No person, firm, or corporation shall conduct, maintain, or operate any 
slaughterhouse within the limits of the city of Newport News after the passage of these 
rules. 

Sec. 2. No person, firm, or corporation shall sell or offer for sale within the limits 
of the city of Newport News any meat or other fresh slaughtered products except ihat 
slaughtered on the farm where raised or fattened, unless same shall have been inspected 
andiapproved by the United States Government or shall have been slaughtered in a 
slaughterhouse constructed and maintained according to the provisions of these rules. 
Such slaughterhouse shall ho supplied with an abundant supply of good water; shall 
be provided with concrete floors; shall be provided with fly screens on doors, windows, 
and other openings so arranged as to prevent the ingress of flies; shall be provided 
with such means for the disposition of offal, blood, bones, hides, and other refuse 
matter as to prevent any nuisance on the premises; and shall be kept in a clean and 
sanitary condition under these and other regulations as may be prescribed by the 
board of health. Any person, firm, or corporation who shall sell or offer for sale within 
the limits of the city of Newport News any meat or other fresh slaughterhouse product 
produced in any manner except as provided above may be fined not less than $10 
nor more than $25 for-each offense. 
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
